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Preface 


There has been a fLnx new ideas in Education in the recent past. 

It is being increasingly felt that education cannot play its roLe effecti¬ 
vely so long as it is mainly conceined with the transmisaian of knowledge. 
Both by trariitiosn end practice, education has largely been confined to 
trsnsmitfcing of infomation through dassrociii teaching. The school has 
functioned as a repoaitoiy of knowledge where children cono to leam ficm 
books mainly with the help of the teacher. Iho teacher has conveniently 
assumed the rde of the inparter of infomation using the only support 
mateiial, namely, the text bOok for fulfilling his rdc. The school, thus, 
has continued to remain as an altogether different world both for the child 
and tho toachor, who koop thonsolvos ongagod in a sort of osotcrLc activity 
cut off fren tho mainstream of life outside the school. 

Curriculum which provides the basic content for tho oduoation of 
the child is, at present no moro than a sterile mass of information which 
tho child must loarn with one god in niind which is to pass tho oxamdnaticn 
at tho ond of tho year. 

ihis routine.' typo of oducational process has ronaltiod unchangod 
ovor tho past so many docodos mainly booauso tho doso rolationi^p which 
exists botwoon objectives, content and to aching-looming stnategios has not 
been fuHy appreciated by tho teachor. Tho objectives of oducation havo 
continued to bo stated in very gonerd torma, e.g. ’ell-round dovolopnont 
of child's porsonaLity', 'charnctor formation', 'dovolopicint of citizenship 
qualitlos', 'looming how to loam', etc,, which do not havo any direct 
boaiing either on qurricd'um dovolopnent or adoption of suitable toaching- 
leaming stratogios to achiovo some spocific gods rolatod to tho centont, 
Iho contont is usually proscribod on consideration of moroly updating

It is also not fully approciated that it is 
ip apieunt of infomation given to tho child which will help in tho 
Dpaent of nontaL abilities, but it is that niniciun ossontijCL knowlocgo, 
ver it be, given in a systonatic and organised fom which really 
rs. As for teaching learning atratogios, they have been rarely variod 
vaiiationa in tho content and tho objoctivcs to bo achieved. It is 
known that whether it is language, scdonco, socirl studios or any oihor 
xL subject, the teacher only resorts to connunicating infomation 
igh tho word of nouth insisting that children nust listen to vhat ho 
. In this ono-wny traffic, the teacher pLoys a doninant redo, often an 
oritarian role, little reaLizing that ho is interacting with a thinking, 
ing dhd willing oignhisn having imcxiso potontioLitics for contidbutdng 
ho looming procoss hinsolf. Talcing tho child as on inert object, tho 
ihor nfikos unsuccossful effort to po\ir tho knowlodgo, as it were, 
in onpty bottle, little realizing that it would not help, Bosidos, ho 
33 little distinction botwoen iho various types of knowlodgo which 
uiro, for thoir offoctivc learning, different typos of teaching-1 oaming 
atogios* Ho 800 B no ham in teaching, for oxonpLo, scionco as language

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child's mind* "What type of mental developnent of the child can vre expect, 
if science is taught aa langua^a? It is futile to talk of ‘incjuiiing mind', 
'creative thinking' 'logical reasoning', 'intelligent observation', ‘scien¬ 
tific attitude', 'hypothesis bviilding', ahd 'hypothesis testing', etc., if 
science is sacrificed at the altar of steiile teaching, Axd vhen we come 
to telk of the development of desirable personal and social (fielities as a 
result of ednoation^ what do we see? Ihe child is indulging in all kinds 
of undesirable social and moral activities aPd has acq(uired habits end 
behaviours which would hardly entitle him to be called ah educated person 
having received his education in the school. It is common knowlodge that 
when wo evaluate education outside the precincts of tho school, wo always 
judge it in terns of what effects it has had on the personal and social 
cfualities of the child. But we hardly do much in tho school to develop 
dosirablG cfiaLities of charactor and personality in tho child through tho 
procoas of oducation and confine ourselves to imparting knowlodgo alono, 
Ihoro is an urgent nood, thorofoxc, to look at tho objoctivos of 
Education from a voxy practical stgjidpoint, by making a systomatic effort 
to relate all the doslrablo instructional, dovolopnontal, and social objoc- 
tivos with Iho contont, A clop.r cut atatomont of thoso objoctivos which 
are aohiovablo by tho toachor in tho classroom through a proper uso of tho 
curriculum mist bo made. The sooner wc aro eblo to lirik all tho dosirablo 
objootivea with tho contont prcaoilbod for tho child, the hotter it is 
both for tho improvement of tho quality of contont and tho aohiovoment of 
dosirablo educational objoctivoa, Incidontdiy those objectives will dso 
provido a sound baaia for evaluating liio content of our curriculum from 
tho point of view of its rolovainco and individual and social usofulnoss.

In order 
to achiovo tho dovclopracaital objoctivos of Education, tho school has to 
look at tho csuiriculum in a broader sense, which would take into account 
all such G 3 {porionccs which are brought to boar on tho child in tho schodL 
for his all-round devolopnent, While to aching tho subject, tho toachor 
should mcko uso of such mothoda and tochnicjics as would onsuro th© fullest- 
possible dovolopnont of pupil's personality. Dcvolopnontnl objoctivoa of 
Education aim at bringing about total dovolopnont of tho child in order 
to mako him a solf-diroctod person who can i^ape his own dostiny, 

3 , Social ob.ioctivos of Education !- 

While tho dovelopncjntal goals also indudo tho socid dovolopnont 
of-tho pupil, we havo considorod tho social objoctivos separately so that 
wo may givo focus to those aspects of dovolopmont which are directly 
coincojned wi'th socid situations and can be disfcingui^od from porsond 
dovolopnont. Wo considor horo tho citizon^p quditios which would onaKLe 
tho person to rdato himsdf to the aodoty tjnd sfciivo for its bottoimont, 
Tdont olono is not enough* wo havo to soo how it is used in tho sorvico 
of tho Bocio-ty, Vb live today in a globd socioiy , It is not one nation 
which constitutes the society of man; today it consists of ePLl the nations 
of the world ifAiose actions affect individuds directly or indirectly in all 
parts of the dobe, Even th© action of one individual sitting in a remote 
corner of the globe can bring about catadysmic changes in the life of man 
living on this placet. So our ecJuoation has an importsnt responsibility 



haping our pupils into vjorld citizens. It is in this context that 
al objectivea of education become important. A person vAio has not 
loped proper social skills can be veiy dangerous and can cstUse consi- 
ble haini to liie society leading even to its destiUction. It is only 
Ugh a proper use of the cumculum that we can inculcato {jnong pipals 
of those essential qualities which are relevant for livinjg in today* s 
d.

Lefiguage in use is esaentially a set of commwnicatian d riil s« 

Bie masteiy of the four ^lls of language, i.e,, listening, spesadng, 
reading, and wilting, is essential in any language learning pmgrajnme. 
However, developing unde rat ending a and appreciatLcaas, inculcating inteie-sts 
and attitudes and modifying behaviour and habits are other important goals 
that must be kept in view while teaching or learning a language. 

Since Hir.di which is the mother tongue of a large population of 
India, has also accjuired the position of national language, after India 
got indejendence, it has naturally assumed considerable importance in the 
school syllabus. It is necessary that before pupils leave school or go 
for higher studies after their secondary education, they ^ould become 
well versed in tho use of Hindi language, and ^ould understand and 
appreciate the inherent qualities of Kridi literaturok Ihus it is not 
^iUs alono which havo to bo in tho focus of our attention, while to aching 
Hindi, but its other important possibilities for the development of pupil’s 
personality must also bo kopij in view. 

It may be worth mentioning hero that mastery in tho use of longuago 
also enables the child to learn other schod subjects much moro effectively 
than it would bo possible in caso tho language ^ills havo not boon propoiSy 
dovelopod. Proper undorstanding of language hciLps in bettor comprohonsion 
of ideas expressed in wilting. Ono of the major reasons why tho pupils 
find tho present school curriculum as hopivy, is that ‘bhoy have a very 
poor knowlodgo of language and honco find it difficult to undorstcind the 
ideas and concepts expressed in textboefcs of different school subjects. 

Language ability is also essential for oral solf-oxprossion* A 
child good in language can offbctivoly oxpross his ideas and fbolings and

More then any other subject^ language is essentially a part of tho 
ilf and thoroforo has a very signifLcant role to ploy in tho dovolopment 
? personality. It is not only a vehicle of man's -thouf^t but is also 
mo^s of giving ^apo to one's feelings and omo-tions, ill our human 
jlntionshipa are oason-bially based on tho use of language, Vb love and 
ate through language. Wars are not created in -the minds of men but in 
iG longuago -thoy use. is such, language as a school subject has many 
aro dovclopmontol and social objectives -than any other school subject is 
lippjosod -to have, 

Longuago thus has to bo taught not only for tho sHlco of helping 
lipdLla road, wrL-tx3 and spook, but also for tho oniichmcnt of human mind 
ad porsoncli-ty. While providing a base for crcntivo thinking, it also 
ou^tfshes tho human persanolity-. It is -undcfubtcdLy true that tho ideas 
xprossod by great •wiitors and poets provide sdaco and comfort wliich man 
eods in tho most adverse circumstances of life, Ihoy provide tho strength 
hich helps man to face tho hardest roaLitios of life. Tho teaching of 
snguago ^ould thoroforo take into con side rati on not only tho instructLonaL 
ut also -fcho devolopmcaital and social objootivos of education*

Iho teaching and learning of Engliah. in India has nndergone a 
radical change since January 10, 19^8, when the President of India 
his assent to the Official Languages (Amendment) Bill, which finally made 
English as the Agsociate Official Language of the cuuntiy. Since indepen¬ 
dence, finish has developed as a pan-Indian link language and in course 
of time has become for the great majority of educated Indians as tiae 
language of opportunity and a modernising factor. 

VJhile there is a keen desire on the part of a large section of 
people to have their children accjuire a sufficient ccmmand over the 
language, the standards of English language teaxihing and learning over 
the years have doteriorat(|d. Many reasons can bo assigned to this fall in

standards, the major ones being tho lade of cloar objoctivos, the confhsim 
about the methaddlogy and tho absonco of well trained teachers of English, 

Apart from tho cjiostion of standards, it is also important to 
roalizo that in teaching and learning of any subject, the objoctivos for 
vhich it is to bo taught also play an important part in dotoimining the 
teaching leaining process. Providing knowledge alone can never bo tho 
solo objective of teaching any subject, Bao major purpose has to bo tho 
dovolopment of th# child's persondity which includes the development Of 
his personal and social qualities, BUI now vre have been paying csnly lip 
service to persondity development gods and laying greater emphasis on 
the instructional objectives olono. It is hi^ time that ■we seriously 
consider the fraroing cf subject objoctivos in devolopmontd and social 
toms keeping in view our basic vduos and nationd do-volopment gods. 
Noedloss to emphasise that it will help in focussing tho attention of tho 
tcQchor in making teaching and leaining m*ro offoctivo, relevant end 
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[fill* Iha inolugdon of tho devolopnefttaL eBiti social objectives in 
.’riculum will contiabuto towards the inculcation of light attitudes

provides for a balanced shd proper growth of intellect. 

It is also noteworthy that as a way of knowing, Ihysica, of all 
sciences, has given the moat stunning blow to superstition and irrational 
beliefs. For wo know that superstition and irrational beliefs are the 
result of man's speculations about a nunber of seemingly intriguing natural 
phonomona such as the motion of heavenly bodies and the oocurrencos of 
natural calami tics, BhygicE bocawse of its logical system based on 
empirical study, has enabled man to coraprohond in a rational manner all 
thoBO physical phcr.cmcna wlxica 'cill rccontiy wore daroudod in mystery and. 
resulted in awo and wondor S i blind worship of nature, Hiysios opened up 
tho way for rational thinking and cnoblod man to mako uso of his mind 
for corroct undorstanding of whatovor happons around him in tho physical 
world.
